No evidence indicated 
that any of his helpers was to blame.

DEATH OF IAN MACLAREN 


Noted Author and Preacher Succumbs 


In a letter to President Roosevelt, 
Judge W. H. Farrar of New Orleans .says 
the railroads are creatures of the nation. 
This places them under control of the 
nation, and has the effect not only of 
regulating them, but of protecting them 
from an unjust taxation by the prejudice 
of a local jury by giving them the right 
to sue and be sued in the federal courts. 
The national government should pro¬ 
vide the manner and extent through 
which the railroads should be taxed by 
the states. Judge Farrar discussed the 
letter with the president, who requested 
that he give the letter to the public for 
information and discussion. Judge Far¬ 
rar says:

to Blood Poisoning. 


Rev. Dr. John Watson (Ian Maclaren) 
died at Mount Pleatant, Iowa, Monday 
last, after an illness of ten days, of blood 
poisoning, following tonsilitis. 

Dr. Watson was born in Manningtree, 
Essex, England, Nov. 3, 1850. He re- 
ce ved his early education at the Stirl¬ 
ing grammar school and later attended 
the universities of Edinburgh, Scot¬ 
land, and Tubingen, Germany. He was 
licensed by the Free church of Scotland 
in 1874 and appointed assistant to Rev, 
Dr. Wilson of Barclay church, Edin¬ 
burgh. The following year he was 
ordained minister of Logiealmond Free 
church, and in 1877 took charge of the 
Free St. Matthew's church of Glasgow. 
In 1896 Dr. Watson was appointed Ly¬ 
man Beecher lecturer at Yale univer¬ 
sity, and in 1900 he became moderator of 
the synod of the Presbyterian church of 
England. He was the author of several 
books, his best known being “Beside the 
Bonnie Brier Bush.” Other books from 
his pen were “The Days of Auld Lang 
Syne,” "Kate Carnegie and Those Min¬ 
isters,” “A Doctor of the Old School,” 
“Afterwards, and Other Stories,” “Rabbi 
Saunderson,” “The Upper Room,” “The 
Mind of the Master,” “The Care of 
Souls,” “The Potter’s Wheel,” “Compan¬ 
ions of the Sorrowful Way,” “Young 
Barbarians,” and “The Life of the Mas¬ 
ter.”

convenient performance of its govern¬ 
mental functions, the United States can 
regulate them as follows: 

"First, Their mode of organization 
and management. 

“Second. Their capital stocks and 
their creation of debt and the issuance 
of securities, 

“Third. Their operation down to the 
remotest particulars. 

“Fourth. The qualifications of em¬ 
ployes, such as engineers, firemen, con¬ 
ductors, inspectors, brakemen, telegraph 
operators, on whose capacity depends 
the safety of life and property. All of 
these men can be subjected to govern¬ 
ment control and license, and for in¬ 
capacity and misconduct their licenses 
may be revoked. 

“Fifth. The misconduct of officials and 
employes, in the performance of their 
duties, can be restrained by criminal 
statutes. 

“Sixth. These corporations can be 
shielded from all state interference and 
control. 

“Seventh. They can be protected from 
the prejudice of the local jury and the 
50 per cent damage lawyer by giving 
them the right to sue and be sued in 
the United States courts alone. 

“Eighth. They can be protected from 
all state, county and municipal taxation 
by provisions, fixing how far and in 
what manner and extent they may be 
taxed by the states and their subdi¬ 
visions. 

“Ninth. The relations of their em¬ 
ployes to each other as fellow servants 
can be definitely settled on scientific 
principles by the graduation of authority. 

“Tenth. Their duties in regard to set¬ 
tling claims against them for lost or 
damaged freight can be regulated to the 
rea.sonabIe satisfaction of the public. 


“Eleventh. Rates which they charge 
for passenger and freight service can be 
regulated and all discriminations abol¬ 
ished. 

“Twelfth. The interchange of cars, 
freights and passengers with each other 
can be regulated. 

“Thirteenth. All agreements they ma y 
make with each other in regard to joint 
rates and pooling agreements can be con¬ 
trolled.”

Ordinance No. 9. 

AN ORDINANCE of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of Sierra 
Madre forbidding the shooting 
of fire arms within said city of 
Sierra Madre. 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 
Section I. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to shoot, fire or discharge 
any fire arms within the City of Sierra 
Madre, without having first obtained a 
special privilege, or permit so to do as 
hereinafter particularly set forth. 

Section II. The Board of Trustees of 
the City of Sierra Madre may, upon 
application in writing made to that 
effect, grant to any person, aggregation 
of persons, association or society, or 
corporation, the privilege, or permit, 
for a limited period to be fixed by the 
Board at the time of granting such per¬ 
mit, the right to use, fire, or discharge 
fire arms within said City of Sierra 
Madre, and at the place to be desig¬ 
nated in such permit and during any 
picnic, games or celebration and then 
only under the regulations and restric¬ 
tions to be fixed by the Board of 
Trustees at the time of granting such 
permit. 

Section III. The provisions of this 
ordinance shall not apply to any shoot¬ 
ing-gallery regularly licensed by said 
Board of Trustees of the City of Sierra 
Madre to conduct business within said 
City of Sierra Madre.
